Wilt is a soil borne disease and can only be en- 
tirely prevented by soil sterilization. This is comparatively 
easy and inexpensive. Where steam is not available, 
formaldehyde gives good results. We will be glad to 
furnish instructions on the use of this material. Where 
the soil is reasonably clean of wilt, good results may be 
had with wilt resistant strains such as we offer. Yellows 
is carried mainly by leaf hoppers and, to prevent infection, 
cloth or greenhouse protection is necessary. The longer 
stems and larger flowers usually pay for this extra care.
